The court of appeals of the Dis- 


trict of Columbia a few days ago up- 
held the sentencing of President Gom- 
pers, 'Vloe President ' MitclieU and. 
Secretary Morrison of the Federation 
to jail terms for disobeylnig an injunc- 
tion prohibiting the boycott 
o f , the 


Bucks Stove company. 


After reviewing the history of the 


controversy President Gompers eald: 
"Concretely stated, the decision of the 
court declares thai no matter whether 
the injunction of Justice Gould was 
right or wrong, valid or void, we v;erp 
compelled to obey. 


"AgaiiiRt that, at least for myself, 1 


enter a most emphatic protest. When 
a judge so i'qr transcends his authority 
and assumes functions entirely be- 
yond his power and jurisdiction; when 
a judge will get himself up 
as 
the 


highest In the lan'd, invading consti- 
tutionally guaranteed rights of citi- 
zens; when a judge will go'so-far In 
opinion, decision and action that even 
judges of the court of appeals have 
felt called upon to characterize his ac- 
tion as unwarranted and foolish—un- 
der such circumstances it is the duly 
of the citizens to refuse obedience and 
to take whatever consequences may 
ensue.

•'From 1902 (o ISO!) I ivas in tho 


field service of the. general land office, 
for the last t'.vo find a half years as 
chief of field division. In September, 
190ri, I was summarily removed frozn 
my position without a formal hearing 
by Richard A. Balllnger, secretary of 
the Interior, by authorization .of the 
president of the United States. That 
removal was accompanied by the pub- 
lication of a letter of tile president to 
Mr. Ballinger. 
I believe that my re- 


moval was unfair. I believe the presi- 
dent's letter was .grievously unfair, 
because in it 
the 
president 
gives 


weight to a charge against me which 
I never had the opportunity to see or 


answer. 
The president states in Ills 


letter that I withheld from him In- 
formation favorable to my superiors. I 
do not know of any such information 
withheld by me, nor am I conscious 
of 
doing 
my 
superiors 
injustice. 


Nevertheless, I should not now make 
any public statement of the matter 
were it not still possible to save for 
the government many thousand's of 
acres of coal lands which I believe 
the land office may in the near future 
grant to fraudulent claimants. 


"The coal lands of Alaska owned by 


tlio government amount to over 100,- 
000 acres. 
They are the future coal 


supply of the nation', of almost inesti- 
mable value. 
Possession of them by 


private 
individuals

wealth. 
A monopoly of them would 


lie a national menace.

Roosevelt withdrew all coal lands In 
Alaska from public entry, but previ- 
ous lo that time there were about 000 
claims filed, covering about 100,000 
acres, nearly the whole of the coal 
lielcls.

the amount, of each claim and provid- 
ing that each claimant must take up the 
land in Ills own interest and for his 
own use.

FORESTS FOR UNCLE SAM. 


Gifts to Enable the Government to 


Gavo^ Big Trees. ,, 


Ono of the most public spirited gifts 


ever made to the government came 
Qprlng the year froni William Kent of 
Chicago, who'htis deeded to the Unit- 
ed States 205 acres of primeval red- 
wood forest on the southern slope of 
Moun$ Tamalpals, about six miles 
from the city of San Francisco. This 
grove is one of few remaining tracts 
of redwood forest to be found In Its 
natural state In California. • At the 
request of Mr. Kent It will be called 
the Mulr woods, ID honor of John Mulr, 
the noted naturalist - The destruction 
of redwood by lumbering bas been 
very rapid during the last decade. The 
large timber In the Mulr woods lias 
escaped the nx partly because of Its 
location and' partly because the former 
owners of the tract have protected it. 
Now that the gift has been accepted

by the government under authority of 
the law which provides that objects 
of scientific Interest may be declared 
national 'monuments the woods will 
be perpetuated. 
No other redwood 


tract In the state of California is so 
easily accessible to so many people.' 
Its great educational value, together 
with the fact Hint It Is a pleasure 
ground for all those who live In or 
visit this part of California, makes 
the woods an Ideal national monument. 


By an act of congress passed Feb. 


IS, 1900. a way was found to.save for 
all lime one of the most famous grove's 
of trees In the world—the Calaveras 
big tree grove of California. For more 
than nine years the people of Califor- 
nia, particularly the BOO women of the 
California club, have been working to 
interest the government in protecting 
the big trees from destruction. The 
act dually passed by congress provides 
for the acquisition of the grove by an 
exchange 'which will give its former 
owner stmnpagc or other forest lands 
owned by (he government in place of 
the timber in the grove. No appropri- 
ation Is needed to carry out the net. 


The land to be acquired under tho 


act Includes 4.000 acres, of which 9GO 
acres, known at the north grove,-are In 
Calaveras county, and 3,0-10. known as 
the south grove, are In Tuolutnne coun- 
ty. There are ],3SO big trees In the 
grove, not counting specimens less than 
six feet in diameter. 
Besides the big 


trees, whose scientific name Is Sequoia 
wnshlngtonlana. there are hundreds of 
sugar and yellow pines ranging to the 
height of 275 feet and often having a 
diameter of eight or ten foot, as well 
ns many white firs and incense cedars. 


In the north grove (.here are ten trees 


each of which Is over twenty-five feet 
in diamelnr and more than seventy 
from fifteen to twenty-five feet In di- 
ameter.

Vinegar Season Is Near. 


Bulletin No. 253 of the New Tori; 


experiment station recommends the 
following as one of the most satisfac- 
tory 
methods of 
making vinegar 


When the .cider is pressed from tin.' 
npples the barrels should be piled nbou! 
two-thirds full and tho bung replaced 
by n loose plug of cotton, which will 
lessen evaporation and keep out, bugi 
and dirt. Wbtve the quantity of vine- 
gar to be mado is considerable the bar- 
rels should be placed in a room where 
the temperature can be kept from 70 
to. SO degr'nos during the fall and'early 
•winter months.. Jf the batch *3 small 
tile barrels may be left out of, doors 
while the weather is warm and then 
placed. In the. wannest room conven- 
ient and later placed irt a dry cellar. 


If. the temperature of the storeroom 


does not fall below.45 degrees the con- 
version of tho sugar into alcohol .will 
require about six months, but the 
process of fermentation may be hasten- 
ed by an addition of fresh commercial 
yeast. When the cider has quit work- 
ing the clear portion should-bo drawn 
off,-the barrel rinsed .out and the liquid 
replaced, with the addition of from 
two to four quarts of good vinegar 
containing ' some 'mother. • The next 
process, the change of the alcohol .into 
acetic ac'd. may be effected In throe 
months :• •(! may require two years. 
In any < ^ut. it will take place most 
rapidly i:i.,a temperature ranging from 
B3 to 70 degrees. When the vinegar has 
reached the proper strength, which 
should be ."> per cent of ncetlc acid, the 
barrels should be filled full and tight- 
ly corked. 
This will prevent other 


changes and will cause the vlncgnr to 
keep Its strength. 
If one hag consid- 


erable ' vinegar to makd. It would bo 
well for him to Secure the bulletin re-.

time .you will have all mulo footed 
hogs.

These hogs are Immune from cholera 
r swine plague. 
There' are many 


people Avho have seen them in the 
pens with hogs in every stage of tbo 
disease known as cholera or swine 
plague,, and. although; the mule foots 
were healthy,! fattening •'rind line .feed- 
ers, they did not believe they were 
different from the common hog. 
But 


"there are. others," and the others are 
in the majority. 


A~fter a careful search covering sev- 


eral 3'ears 1 fail to Dnd the "south sea 
island" or any other island or coun- 
try whose'history gives any account 
of.the mule footed bog. Aud 1 find no 
mention of the origin of this breed ex- 
cept one writer.' who says they were 
brought to this country In 1G37 by tho 
Swedes aud landed on the coast now 
the state of Delaware. 
They were 


called the "horse hoofed hogs." 


The author of the "O/.ark Hog" as- 


serts "they originated from the Texas 
peccary." The Texas peccary has a 
split hoof, the North American wild 
boar has a split hoof, nnd every spe- 
cies of known swine has the split hoof 
except the mule foots, and 1 assert 
that their origin Is unknown. 


As to tho special qualifications and 


flue points of' the mule foot hog.. I 
know it .to have-greater vitality than 
nny other breed of hogs in the United 
States. I have never known a full 
blooded mule foot bog to have hog 
cholera. Tt Is an easy feeder, develops 
early and rapidly, is in strong demand 
on the market at a premium, is neither 
a lard nor a bacon bog, but n happy 
medium between the two, making it a 
profitable hog to'handle under all con- 
ditions and demands. The sows are 
good, gentle mothers and raise Jargo 
litters of pigs, which if turned out will 
hustle for their living, or they will 
grow fat and thrive! paying big re- 
turns wider good care and attention. 
Breeders of this hog find it ns com- 
pared with other breeds hardier, of 
greater vitality, matures earlier, cost- 
ing less to make the first 250 pounds.

I have iiiHTvU'wt'il many breeders 


of mule foot hugs and have never 
found one who has lost any from chol- 
era. .Many have niade cholera tests by. 
turning their nmle foots in lots where 
other hogs were dying of cholera ,or 
had died. Sometimes the, mule!foots 
ate the .carcasses, and they ate and 
slept in the same .quarters, yet np mule 
foots were sick or died. 


This is the claim made by all breed- 


ers of this hog, and some even 'go so 
for as to sell with guarantee against 
cholera. I may oay I got these returns 
from over a dozen/states where.they 
are raised. I knojv of no veterinarians 
"who have made any tests with tbo 
breed, and I was only successful in 
getting one experiment station to take 
up any experiments wilb them. In 
short, I would say that the mule foot 
so for as lesled by farmers bas been 
immune from cholera, is a vigorous, 
hardy hog, a good rustler and active 
and seems to have lots of vitality.

California 
conditions aro 
markedly 


similar to those of the Mediterranean 
region, so that It is no surprise to find 
more than fifty plants from tho latter 
region that thrive In California with 
marvelous vigor. H is conservatively 
estimated, that over 75 per cent of the 
forage on the California range lands 
Is made up of Mediterranean Immi- 
grants, mostly annuals, such as wild 
oats, 
bur 
clover, 
nllllcrlllu. brome 


grasses, fescues, 
wild 
barleys and 


many others. 


The Great baslu and the Columbia 


basin 
resemble 
California 
Iu 
one 


marked respect—namely, that tlie sum- 
mers are dry and the winters wet. 
Indeed, tile principal difference from 
California lies iu the colder winters. 
The difference has not prevented the 
Introduction nnd rapid spread of mosi 
of the European annuals now so con- 
spicuous Iu California. 
It Is really 


little short of amazing how rapidly 
and extensively some of these plants 
have occupied the range lands nt the 
expense of the native vegetation. 


The conditions in Arizona are not 


very favorable to the plants that have 
found California conditions so con- 
genial, with the exception of nllUorllla. 
Arabia of all old world regions Is most 
like Arizona, aud from there, if any- 
where, we should expect plants adapt- 
ed to Arizona conditions. 


Western 
Washington nud western 


Oregon closely approximate in climate 
the lirltisb isles, and practically every- 
thing that thrives In the one region Is 
nt home In the other. 


The middle and south Atlantic states 


aro similar to Japan and China In cli- 
mate. It haa long been recognized that 
nil Japanese plants, especially orna- 
mentals, thrive In this region perfectly. 
A number of them are so at homo, in- 
deed, that they have literally taken to 
tho woods and behave as natives. Wit- 
ness the Japanese honeysuckle. Japan 
clover, nllanthus. paiilowula and the 
recently Introduced Chinese violet. 


Tho cotton states evidently have 


much in common with India and south- 
eastern Asia, whence we have ob- 
tained cov»'pcas, crab grass, Hcrinudn 
grass, velvet beans nnd many weeds, 
nnd to n less degree -with Argentina, 
where rescue grass, carpet grass, pns; 
paltim grass aud a number of conimor- 
sonlhern weeds are native. 


Of luto years thero has been Increas- 


ing evidence that tho high plains of 
northern Texas resemble tlie highlands 
of, India. 
At least practically every 


plant introduced from the India High- 
lands has succeeded better in the Tex- 
as Panhandle than elsewhere in thu 
United Stales. 


The great plains region lying east of 


the Rocky mountains and west of the 
one hundredth meridian finds its near- 
est parallel iu climate in Asia. Tills 
is the region that gave us alfalfa. 


Homemade Horsepower Pump. 


The accompanying sketch shows a 


novel horsepower pump which is used 
on a northwestern ranch. This pump 
consists of a \valklng beam twenty to 
twenty-five feet long, which Is connect- 
ed at one end to tho pump rod and nt 
the other end to the shaft of an old 
mower wheel. This shaft is lengthen- 
ed out to about twelve feet and bent 
Into the shape of a crank near tho end

nunlly wrought by insects aud that 
known means or protection, properly 
used, could prevent two-thlrds'of this 
loss. lie is therefore impressing the 
necessity of a close study by all 
classes of people o£ this question with 
the hope of saving forest nud shade 
trees and crops.
